nervous system if he travels any dis- 
tance. It is cot a fact, the mrdical au- 
thorities claim, that tlie »-ystem be- 
eomrs accustomed to this kind of treat- 
ruent. Instead, strong resentment is 
thown to it, and the protest takes the 
form of heart paplitation, which con- 
tinues after one leaves the car.
